MEMORIAL to Congress for a grent of lend in aid of the econstractivn of the
McGregor, Bt. Peters and Missvuri river railroad,

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United
States.

Your memorialists, the General Assembly of the State of y.geegor 2.
Towa, respectfully represent to your honorable body that
enorgetic efforts are being made by the above named com-
pany, fur the construction of a road commencing at McGre-
gor, in eaid State, at a point oppoeite the terminus of the
Milwaukee and Mississippi railroad,(whiok is now completed
acasss the State of Wisconsin,) and runaing thence west to
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Iastruoetiona.

the Missouri river; that the route is eminently adapted to
the advantageous construction ofa work of this character; that
it is one of the great natural lines of projected railroads com-
mencing between the east and west; that under the dona-
tion of lunds made by Congress to said State, the northern
portion received no Lenetit 1lierefrom, and your memorial-

LLesolved by the General Assembly of the Stats ¢f lowe,
That our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Rep-
resentatives be requested, to use all honorable means in
their power to procure the passage of a law, at the present
session of Congress, in accordance with the joint resolution
and memorial, paseed at the late extra session of the Gene-
ral Assembly of Iowa, and approved July the 12th, 1856,
confirming the seleetions of swamp and oveirflowed lands
granted to the State of Iowa, and authorizing patents to bo
issued for all the lamds that have been selectod and ressrv
